Judge Kirk Hands Down Opinion 
of Interest to Entire State. 



A decision of interest to the peo- 
ple, of the entire State was m:;de 
by Judge A. J. Kirk in the case 
of Ramsey vs. Eubauk over the 
office of School Trustee, the court 
holding that in election for the 
office in question colored voters 
may vote for Trustees for white 
schools. Attorneys for Ramsey 
contended that only white voters 
should vote for Trustees for white 
schools and colored voters for 
colored visitors. 

In the present instance Ramsey 
and Eubank each received lifty- 
four white votes; while Eubank 
received twenty-nine negro votes. 
Ramsey protested against t h e 
counting of the latter for Eubank, 
and lost, as stated. It is under- 
stood that Attorney General 
Garnftt and Superintendent o f 
Public Instruction Hamlett took 
the same view of the matter as 
Judge Kirk, the latter holding 
that the act of 1908 made all male 
citizens elgible to vote in school 
elections.

Rudolph Berliner and his mounted 
First Cavalry band has been secured 
by Secretary J. L. Dent as attraction- 
in-chief of the vaudeville program to 
be offered nightly in the magnificent 
live stock pavilion at the Kentucky 
State Fair, to be held in Loulsvillo 
next September, 15-20. 

Although this part of the amuse- 
ment roster for the eleventh annual 
Kentucky State Fair will boast the 
cream of hippodrome attractions, it is 
safe to say that the Bulfner band 
will prove far-and-away the most sen- 
sational, surprising and delightful 
feature ever offerecT to the public. 

This will be the first time in his-

replica of th« regular service. 

Director Berliner has been ofhcially 
commended as one of the most versa- 
tile. Talented and efficient band mas- 
ters that has ever served in the Unit- 
ed States army, and his department 
and division credentials attest to his 
worth. He served three years as band 
master of the Second United States 
Cavalry, during which time he direct- 
ed the musical ceiemonies of many 
imposing and important events.

Woman's Elastic Sphere. 

To compensate his wife for her 
services as constant adviser and 
assistant a New York banker, 
Sender Jarmulowsky, made her a 
full partner in 1899. He had be- 
gan life poor and risen to com- 
fortable means. He died a few 
days ago and his will, which re- 
veals the fact of the agreement of 
1899, relates to more than a hnlf- 
million dollars', worth of property. 

In advisory capacity women 
have had a hand in the making of 
many fortunes. The typical 
American business man is pictured 
upon the stage, and in popular 
fiction, as being absorbed in busi- 
ness of which his wife is utterly 
ignorant. Of course the picture 
fairly represents a certain propor- 
tion of business men, but upon the 
other hand it is not at all uncom- 
mon for men to ask, and consider, 
the advice of their wives in busi 
ness matters. 

The Roman ideal of the wife 
was a woman whose sphere was 
not limited to the home and the 
management of servants, bnt one 
who, in addition to ability and 
willingness to manpge a home 
economically and creditably, pos- 
sessed aptitude as an adviser of her 
husband in business and politics. 
The Romans did not minimize the 
importance of t h • household 
duties, but regarded the manage- 
ment of the home by the woman 
and of business enterprises by the 
man as being a fair division of re- 
sponsibility nnd effort. The two 
co-operated when not engaged in 
the routine of tneir respective ac- 
tivities. The woman advised the 
man and, while history does not 
say so, doubtless because it goes 
without saying, the man advised 
the woman as to the general princi- 
ples and policies of successful 
housekeeping at a period when 
housekeeping embraced m a n y 
problems of which specialization 
has now relieved the home. 

If there were available statistics 
as to the success and failure of 
men whose wives are welcomed 
and valued as advisers, and the 
successes and failures of men who 
"leave business at the front door" 
it would doubtless be demonstrated 
that there is a higher percentage 
of success among those who regard 
a wife's advice as worth taking. 

Surely if there is one right of 
woman that ought to be iuviolable 
it is her right to be advised of,and 
to give advice in, matters concern- 
ing the welfare and the future oi 
herself and her children. There 
are many "doll's houses," n o 
doubt, but they are hardly the 
rule. Where they exist the fault 
may be that there is a doll in the 
house, or that there's a man in the 
house who likes to play dolls, but 
no matter what the cause of the 
situation may be it is hardly 
typical. 

Woman's sphere has never been 
rigidly limited to the home duties 
which some suffragettes and many 
feminists brush too lightly aside 
when considering careers for 
women. 

Inasmuch as homes must be run , 
and since their establishment and 
maintenance constitute the under- 
lying motive of the greater part of

The eighty-first annual Conven 
tion of the churches of Christ in 
Kentucky will be held in the First 
Christian Church at Bowling 
Green, September 22-25, 1913.

Tin- General Assembly, at its last session, provided for the sub- 
mission to the people, of two very important constitutional amend- 
ments. 

The first, is the result of years of lighting, on behalf ot the peo- 
ple, against the favored prison contractors and authorizes the State to 
work its convicts, on the public roads.

Churches and Schools Will 
Observe Tuberculosis Day. 

Churches, schools, labor unions, 
fraternal orders and other orjfani 
zations to the number of 200,000 
at least will be asked to join ihe 
ft ti-tuberculosis workers of the 
country in the observance of the 
Fourth National Tuberculosis Day. 
which has been designated for Dp 
icmber 7th, according to an an- 
nouncement issued by the National 
Association^ for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 

The movement will be furthered 
throughout the country by more 
ilian 1,000 anti-tuberculosis socie- 
ties wonking through various Stale 
organizations and the National As- 
sociation. Personal appeals will 
be made to clergymen, school 
principals and leaders of various 
organizations urging them to set 
aside a definite time during the 
week preceding or the week fol- 
lowing December 7th, for a lecture 
on tuberculosis. 

Last year over 60,000 churches 
gave attention to this subject on 
Tuberculosis Day. It is hoped 
this year to swell the number of 
churches to 100,000 and to urge 
similar action besides in a large 
number of the schools and other 
societies. The Tuberculosis Day 
Campaign will come this year dur- 
ing the Red Cross Christmas Seal 
sale. It is planned to urce the 
churches of the county to take a 
definite part in this movement. 

The observance of Tuberculosis 
Day was endorsed last year by 
President Taft, Cardinal Farley, 
Col. Roosevelt and many other 
prominent churchmen and public 
officials. Proclamations culling 
upon the people to observe this 
day were issued by governors of 
more than a dozen States and b.v 
the mayors of a considerable num 
ber of cities.

Powers Not In Race 

for Congress In 11th. 

In an interview with Caleb Pow- 
ers, when askefj if he would make 
the race for Congress again, his 
reply was as follows: 

"To my friends: No one has an- 
nounced for Congress in the 
Eleventh District. That I could 
be renominated and elected n o 
well informed man in the Eleventh 
District has any room for doubt. 
I carried sixteen out of nineteen 
counties in my first race and 
thirteen out of the fifteen counties 
in my second race against two op- 
ponents. They carried but one 
county each. In this race I ran 
4,000 votes ahead of of the Nation- 
al Republican ticket in the district, 
beating the Oemocractic candidate 
nearly 7,000 votes and the Bull 
Moose candidate over 9,000. I am 
as strong in the district now as I 
have ever been and can win again, 
but it is not my intention at this 
time to be a candidate to succeed 
myself. 

"No Republican member 0 f 
Congress can hope to be lnstru- 
meptal in placing on the statute 
books much constructive legis- 
lation as long as all the depart- 
ments of Government are in the 
hands of the Democratic party. I 
have the truest and best friends in 
the world and I am under a debt 
of lasting gratitude to them." 

When asked if Hon. Charles 
Finley, of Williamsburg, would be 
a candidate Mr. Powers replied 
that he would not, although i t 
would be easy to nominate and 
elect. 

Asked who would now likely 
get into the race since he was out 
of it, Mr. Powers replied that he 
did not know, but that in all 
probability Senator Joseph Bos 
worth, H. H. Asher imd Jackson 
Morris, of Bell county: Judge 
William Lewis, and possibly D. C.

When asked who his choice 
vouhl he Mr. Powers replied that 
here would be plenty of time to 
lecide that question when he saw 
who entered the race.
